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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tanaka et al 
(US 6,546,910 B2). Low load sensing is disclosed at column 13, lines 13-22, and cylinders are 
deactivated as disclosed at column 17, lines 9-22. The steps of injecting fuel and igniting the 
fuel are inherently necessary in order to reactivate inoperative cylinders. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 6-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ule 
(US 4,009,695) in view of Tanaka et ai (US 6,546,910 B2). Ule discloses the claimed invention 
except for operation as a variable displacement engine. Intake and exhaust valves are 
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controlled so that the engine can be started by igniting a trapped fuel/air charge as disclosed at 
column 19, lines 8-36. Tanaka et al teaches that it is known to operate an engine as a variable 
displacement engine. See column 17, lines 9-22. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the engine of Ule for 
operation as a variable displacement engine, as taught by Tanaka et al, in order to improve fuel 
consumption efficiency. 

Claims 1-5 and 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ule (US 4,009,695) in view of Tanaka et al (US 6,546,910 B2) as applied to claims 6-1 1 above, 
and further in view of Shiraishi et al (US 6,039,026). Shiraishi et al teaches that it is known to 
provide an engine having electronically controlled intake and exhaust valves with electric throttle 
control. See column 3, lines 51-60. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to further modify the engine of Ule to include an 
electronically controlled throttle, as taught by Shiraishi et al, in order to provide accurate airflow 
control at various loads. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-16 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
